Age of Valleys. 
The erosive power of water Is hard 
to estimate with any degree of exact­ 
ness. 
A method of 
computing 
the 
probable age of valleys will therefore 
be welcome, even if the figures may 
seem to 
some 
open 
question. 
A 
French scientist has lately reported 
the results of his studies of the eros­ 
ive action of an ancient spring in the 
valley 
of 
Lauroux, 
near 
Lodeve. 
France. 
This spring produces about 
three and one-half quarts of water a 
second, and In every cubic meter of 
water (35,314 cubic feet), the scien­ 
tist found 362 grams 
of 
calcareous 
sand. 
He estimates that the spring 
erodes 247 pounds of rock daily, or 
over 45 tons annually. In the course 
of a century a stream of this 
size 
would be able to hollow out a circular 
cave 62 feet In diameter and 52 feet 
in length. 
At the end of 1,000 years 
It would make a valley 32 feet deep, 
64 feet wide and 238 feet long. 


Origin of Salt In Ocean. 
The origin of the salt In the sea Is 
usually attributed to the constant 
washing of salts from the land by 
rain and rivers, and the gradual de­ 
positing of them In the sea, through 
evaporation. 
In every IOO parts of 
sea water there are about two and 
one-half parts of salt 
It has been 
computed that there are 
4,500,000 
cubic miles of rock salt in the oceans, 
14 H times the bulk of the continent 
of Europe above 
high-water 
mark. 
The Atlantic Is much saltier than the 
other oceans. 
Prof. Alexander Woei- 
kow, of St. Petersburg, believes that 
this is due to the large amount of 
water vapor that is carried onto the 
continents 
bordering 
this 
ocean, 
which are comparatively low where 
they front the sea. 


All sound is noiseless. 
Deaf mutes 
live in a soundless 
world, 
because 
they have not the mechanical appar­ 
atus to register sound waves on the 
brain. Sound is only the vibration of 
the air. and these air waves are sound 
less in themselves. 


Sound traveling through 
the 
air 
may be likened to a set of moving 
spheres all centered at the course of 
the sound. Of course, these spheres 
are distorted more or less by various 
objects. When they strike the nor­ 
mal ear they are transm itted to the 
auditory nerve by the eardrum and 
a series of small bones, and we "hear” 
or rather 
“read,” 
the 
vibrations. 
Sound 
waves 
travel 
very 
slowly 
through the air, moving along at the 
rate of only 1,090 feet a second. They 
travel best through light and dry air, 
such as a cold winter morning. As 
light travels so much 
faster 
than 
sound (186,1)00 miles a second), one 
often sees a woodchopper raise his 
ax to his shoulder before the sound 
ot the previous blow reaches the ears 
Sound may be reflected, the same ae 
light. Echoes are produced 
in 
this 
way. The megaphone is a device to 
give direction to sound waves. When 
sound waves reach the ear at irreg­ 
ular Intervals we call them “noise.’ 
When they arrive in regular order it 
is known as “music.” 
The human ear recognizes as sound 
any number of vibrations, from 16 to 
20 per second to about 38,000 a sec­ 
ond. Animals have keener ears, and 
some can detect as low as six vibra­ 
tions a second. By this same rule all 
sounds exceeding 
38,000 
vibrations, 
and there are many, we cannot hear. 
High A of the tenor voice gives about 
427 vibrations a second. The inten- j 
sity of sound depends upon the vio- j 
lence of the waves beating upon the I 
ear. \ ibrarions 
from 
cannon 
dis­ 
charges are very slow yet they crash 
against the 
ear 
with 
considerable 
force, producing a great volume of 
noise. 
The telephone, as we know it, does 
not transm it sound. 
It would 
take 
sound waves one hour and eighteen 
minutes to travel between New York 
and Chicago, but as the sound waves 
are changed into electrical waves for 
transportation they travel with the 
same speed as light—186.000 miles a 
second. The speaking 
tube 
actually 
transm its sound waves.—New York 
Press.
